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THE OLD DOC PREPARES FOR JAIL 


The opportunity that Old Doc Town- 


send dropped in a mud puddle would 
make any of our really finished dema- 
gogues weep those heavy, j«alty tears as 
big as pearls used only for occasions of 
rare artistry, 
such 
as 
smearing 
the 


whipped cream on the shortcake. 


For the Old Doc was an innocent and 


\vhcn he arrived at Washington he was as 
a lamb in one of those dens matted with 
straw and that reeked with wild and sav- 
age odois. He was to be torn limb from 
limb because he wasn't on to the game. 
The Old Doc really was never very slick. 
Playing that 
Washington 
game 
with 


marked cards, mirrors and all, was like a 
yokel from the north woods slipping over 
to Monte Carlo to show the gentlemen 
of the pointed beards some new tricks. 


It should not be forgotten that the Old 


Doc's offense for which he may serve a 
little time was something on the order of 
contempt of court, although actually the 
contempt was evidenced by walking out 
of a House inquiry originated by that 
branch of our Jaw making body. 


Had the Old Doc been a veteran in the 


business of demagogy he could have set 
a nice bunch of political hacks back on 
their heels and emerged from the room 
with all the glory and enough of mar- 
tyrdom to eventually obtain a congression- 
al Medal of Honor from the very gentle- 
men whose authority he flouted. 


For don't forget that demagogues are 


quick to recognize demagogic merit, and 
when someone new can reveal to them 
a page they never studied they make no 
bones about slapping him on the back and 
welcoming him into the fold of those who 
live on the fat of the land and give in 
return nothing more than demonstrations 
of how to keep the masses guessing. 
Even 


as a wisp of timothy tied to a horse's 
nose makes that animal contented to run 
its legs off. 


The Old Doc simply blundered. 
The 


wine of publicity had gone to his head and 
stiffened his legs as well* He told too 
many of his hangers-on that he was about 
to slap the committee in the face. 
That 


was rude tactics. For that was contempt 
not heard of by any experienced dema- 
gogue. 
The Old Doc should have medi- 


cated his own face for the slaps the com- 
mittee aimed at him, whether they hit 
him or not. He should have left the com- 
mittee room in tears instead of in de- 
fiance. 
He should have blamed it for 


driving him 
out with 
abusive 
word 


and sneering manner. Instead he as- 
sumed the haughty demeanor. And then 
he was done. 


And SO, the Old Doc lemains consistent 


to the end. When the Grand Idea of pen- 
sioning everyone to the tune of two hun- 
dred dollars a month first struck him he 
was puttering among the bottles of nux 
vomica looking for sleeping pills. He shot 
up like a rocket, though he did nothing 
more than putter. He puttered before the 
committee too. Putting such a putterer in 
jail because he walked out on a commit- 
tee that was happy to sec him go will 
never put any luster on the American 
arms. 


Men like the Old Doc should be always 


free to putter. And prison bars interfere. 


MORE TROUBLE WITH JAPAN 
Our continuing trouble with Japan 


over alleged attacks upon Americans and 
the destruction or looting of their property 
is not a strange or unexpected feature of 
armed conflict. 
Indeed, it is bound to 


occur. 


It is well and good that our State De- 


partment complains and complains. 
But 


even the best disciplined army cannot pre- 
serve perfect order moving in and out of 
battle. 


When friction results we are too prone 


to assume that the American is always 
right and the alien always wrong. Per- 
haps in at least 50 per cent of the cases, 
or it should be about that average, our 
nationals may be just as much to blame 
for some of the personal attacks as the 
Japs or others. 


It is also wise to remember, if we 


have not forgotten the World war, that 
subsequent developments indicated that 
these episodes were painted in the most 
lurid colors for the American people by 
those who were wrought up at the time 
or were enemies of the accused. 
The 


charge of deliberate creation of episodes 
to make bad feeling may be overdone in 
war even as it is in labor circles. But it 
certainly exists, which necessitates more 
than the usual caution in swallowing stor- 
ies that may be bait. 


This fact is all the more emphasized 


because a nation that does not do its 
utmost to preserve discipline among its 
soldiers is lost, and knows it is lost. Japan 
may very well be capable of extensive 
atrocities but will not commit those atroc- 
ities at random. To do so would alter a 
splendid army into a crawling mob. The 
result would change possible victory into 
positive defeat. 


SUBJUGATION 


Generally speaking, in times like these, 


most of us "go along with our admirals 
and generals, taking their word for things 
in which we are inexpert. But it is hard 
to accept the testimony of Admiral Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, our naval chief of opera- 
tions, when he says that "a foieign power 
might be able to subjugate the United 
States, even without an invasion, unless 
the American navy were 
kept 
strong 


enough to prevent blockade. 


"Subjugate" is a strong word. It means 


"bring under the yoke," enslaving people 
like so many oxen or horses. The old 
Romans used to apply the term literally 
to their war captives. 
We don't believe 


that any nation on earth, no matter how 
strong in warships or military aircraft, 
could subjugate this nation, with its fight- 
ing spirit and its vast area and resources. 


Nevertheless a powerful foreign fleet, 


with big guns and bombing planes, might 
destroy rich seaports and bring terror to 
inland cities. For that reason it is doubt- 
less wise to make our navy strong enough, 
on the sea and in the air, to prevent such 
devastation, as is argued by the naval au- 
thorities responsible for defending us. 


This seems to be a case where a rea- 


sonable amount of insurance may accom- 
plish the miracle of preventing a fire.

The effects of tobacco smoking 


vary according to the reaction of 
the smallest arteries to carbon 
monoxide absorbed by the hemo- 
globin in the blood while smoking, 
and also with the reaction of the 
smallest arteries to local spasm or 
constriction—this spasm or con- 
striction of the artery wall being 
brought about thru the stimulation 
of the sympathetic nerve which 
controls the function of the mus- 
cular coat of the artery. 


Dr. Minnhaar observed a group 


of smokers who suffered with dis- 
orders of the heart rhythm (irregu- 
larities of heart beat) and a sensa- 
tion of compression of the thorax 
or chest. When smoking was stop- 
ped the symptoms disappeared or 
the progress of the trouble was ar- 
rested. Of twenty-eight men who 
suffered from angina pectoris all 
had been excessive smokers. Two 
women suffering from angina pec- 
loris had never smoked. 


That symptom, sense of compres- 


sion or restriction of the thorax or 
chest, is rather suggestive of carbon 
monoxide anoxia. It requires an as- 
tonishingly low degree of pollution 
of the inspired air with carbon 
monoxide to crowd enough oxygen 
oift of blood and tissues to produce 
serious effects. The body cells must 
liavo an uninterrupted supply of 
oxygen in order to function; if the 
oxygen supply is greatly restricted 
or shut off altogether for a few 
seconds, the cells, some of them, 
quickly die. or are so gravely dam- 
aged that full recovery is question- 
able.

Washington — One of the most

partments of the 
Lawrence 
federal govern- 


ment is mentioned. 


The proposal has in it, of course, 


two highly unfortunate items—an 
impairment of the comptroller gen- 
eral's office and an effort to reduce 
the quasi-judicial commissions, like 
the Federal Trade and the Inter- 
State Commerce commissions, to 
the status of mere bureaus. 


But, outside of these two major 


defects, the bill itself is designed to 
do something that business itself 
might, under other circumstances, 
be commending instead of con- 
demning. The bill is calculated to 
make the government more effi- 
cient as a fact-finder and as an ad- 
ministrator of the thousands of 
statutes and regulations which en- 
ter into almost every field of hu- 
man endeavor. 


Indifferent To Bill r 


Business is so indifferent to the 


reorganization bill, because it sees 
only some Machiavellian scheme 
for national dictatorship, that an 
opportunity is being missed to lay 
the foundations 
for a real non- 


political reorganization of the gov- 
ernment machinery. 


As the 
government mechanism 


has evolved over more than 150 
years, part of it is concerned with 
enforcement and regulations, but a 
large part is also devoted to what 
might be called the development 
of certain major activities of the 
people. 


Thus, agriculture, industry and 


labor each have a separate depart- 
ment looking out for their inter- 
ests, and it is interesting to note 
that'agriculture still has the lead. 
Not only is the department of agri- 
culture bigger than either the de- 
partment of commerce or the de- 
partment of labor by many times 
over, but, by and large, the bu- 
reaus, especially that of agricul-1 
tural economics, perform services 
for 
agriculture 
which have no 


counterpart in any of the other 
government departments. 


This same bureau of agricultural 


economics has been built up over a 
period of time with the most expert 
help. It is a great fact-finding and 
fad-interpretation 
agency 
which 


does a remarkably accurate job of 
forecasting and analyzing trends. 


Need Expert Help 


Industry ought to have something 


of the same sort done for it. Many 
businesses arc without information 
because they cannot afford scien- 
tific research. The large corpora- 
tions have this because they recog- 
nize the importance of fact-finding 
and 
constant introspection. Not 
only is it important to know what 
is happening statistically within a 
given industry, but it is also impor- 
tant to study the impact of com- 
petition between one industry and 
another from the viewpoint of pub- 
lic consumption.

LOSSES FROM CASUALTIES, 


THEFT. AND WAGERS 


To be deductible, a loss arising 


from "fires, storms, shipwrecks, or 
other casualty" need not be con- 
nected with the taxpayer's trade or 
business. 
If his home or his auto- 


mobile is destroyed by fire, or his 
summer 
bungalow 
damaged 
by 


flood or storm, he may claim a 
deduction for the loss sustained. 


Loss of property by theft or bur- 


glary is an allowable 
deduction, 


and need not be incurred in trade 
or business. 
Hence, the loss oc- 


casioned by the theft of jewelry 
or an automobile used for pleasure 
and convenience is deductible. 
It 


must be established, however, that 
the property actually was stolen. 
Should circumstances attending the 
loss leave the owner in doubt as 
to whether it was stolen or lost, 
the claim would not be allowed. 


Losses from 
wagering 
transac- 


tions are allowable only to the ex- 
tent of the gains from such trans- 
actions. 


A loss is deductible only in the 


year in which it is sustained, even 
though, as in the case of a theft or 
casualty, it may not be discovered 
until a later year. Losses com- 
pensated for by insurance or other- 


hers for the fact that she was con- 
stantly hungry. . . . It's Norma's 
first picture since "Romeo and Ju- 
liet" and the death of Thalberg. and 
she was radiantly happy to be back 
working. . . .

wise, of course, are not deductible. 
However, in the event .the amount 
of insurance is not sufficient to 
recompense for the loss sustained, 
the excess of the loss over 
the 


amount of the insurance is deduc- 
tible. 


In general, losses for which an 


amount may be deducted for in- 
cometax purposes must be evidenc- 
ed by closed and completed trans- 
actions, fixed by identifiable events, 
bona fide and actually sustained 
during the taxable period for which 
claimed. 
For instance, a person 


possessing stock of a corporation 
cannot deduct from gross income 
any amount claimed as 
a 
loss 


merely on account of shrinkage in 
value of such slock through fluc- 
tuation of the market or otherwise. 
The loss allowable in such cases is 
that actually suffered when the 
stock is disposed of. If stock _ of a 
corporation becomes worthless, its 
cost or other basis is deductible by 
the owner for the taxable year in 
which the stock becomes worth- 
less, provided a satisfactory show- 
ing is made of its worthlessness. A 
loss on account of stock becoming 
worthless is deductible only for the 
taxable year in which the stock 
becomes worthless and not for any 
other year, regardless of the fact 
that there may not be income for 
the year in which the stock be- 
comes worthless against which to 
apply such loss.
